Flames Sweep 


Mining Centres; 


Many Homeless 


Misery Stalks Among In- 


habitants After Devastat- 
ing Blaze—No Lives Lost.

Misery stalks today in the little towns 
\of Burke and Mace, mining centers 
' seven miles east of here, after a de- 
vastating tire starting at 1 p. m. yes- 
terday and sweeping- its way through 
a mile and a half of homes, stores 
and mining works. At midnight last 
night no deaths had been reported 
but the entire business section of 
Burke was destroyed and virtually 
every home was in ruins. The lo=s is 
put at $1,500.000. 


Mace adjoining- Burke on the west 


suffered 
less seriously, the flames 


' having- been fanned by a west wind 
away from the starting place of the 
fire. About a thousand persons are 
said to be homeless They were driven 
ahead of the fire toward Thompson 
Falls. Men, women and children, last 
night were trying to save their be- 
longings from, the onslaught of the 
flames. Many lost all they possessed. 
It was announced by officials of the 
Hercules Mining company that the 
Hecla surface works were destroyed 
Loss to the Hecla company is esti- 
mated by mining men at 
between 


$750,000 and 51,000.000. 
The elec- 
tric hoist of the Hecla, one of the 
largest in the world v. as burned. The 
fire was checked at the Tiber hotel 
and the Hercules works. Fire fight- 
ers recruited from tne men of the 
town supplemented by the apparatus 
from Wallace stopped the advance of 
the flames. The whole hillside was a 
mass of fire and smoke.

rushed to Burke with food and cloth> 
ing-. 
It is said it will take several 


days to quench the fire as p-les of 
timber cribbmgs at the Hecla plants 
nearly a. quarter of a mile in length 
are a mass of flames. Railway serv- 
ice to Burke is disrupted, the flames 
shooting over the track and burning 
the ties. The origin of the fire is un- 
known though many believe it was 
started from a spark from an engine 
that passed through Burke shortly 
before the firo began.

her car as she approached the track. 
Apparently her vision of the south- 
bound track was interfered with by 
a bank and she started forward the 
car moving m low gear across the 
track. It was then that she saw the 
train sweeping down upon her and in 
her agitation to get over the track 
she went into high.-«ear. The engine 
was not running fast enough to take 
up the high gear and the engine 
choked. Things happened quickly in 
the next few moments, so quickly, 
that Shaw does not remember them 
very clearly. He recalls hearing the 
whine of the starter as lira. GilHspie 
sought to- restart the motor and .be 
saw the car jerking because the en- 
gine was in high gear. The force of 
the motor starter moved the car a 
few inches. 
Shaw who says he was 


15 feet from Mrs. Gillispie's car does 
'not undertake to say what force mov- 
ed him but he darted to the car. the 
train being then as well as he could 
judge, from 45 to 50 feet from the 
stalled machine. 


"I ran to the outside door and 
snatched her out. 
I shoved her be- 


hind me and then reached back and 
picked up the little g'.rl and turning- 
round with her just did get clear be- 
fore the crash came. I was standing 
five feet from the automobile when 
the crash came. 
I remember seeing 


one part of the engine high in the 
air and hearing a grinding sound and 
the screaming of the brake shoes 
which had been thrown down on the 
freight.

valley. 
" It is not by any means certain that 
France will seize the opportunity of- 
fered. " Pride is a formidable barrier 
a~ci the French, government smarting 
under griex-.jr.ces, fancied 
or real, 


which hav;» -prung up in the conflict 
of opinion with G -eat Britain over 
the Ruhr seizure will not readily take 
the cue from, the British governraer.t 
vrh:ch has depreciated the Ruhr ven- 
ture. Had the offer come from some 
other nation France might have re- 
joiced over the opportunity to with- 
draw from an impasse. 


The Baldwin proposal is one of the 


most important moves which have 
been made within a year looking to 
a re-esiablisnment of Europe and 
drawing her out of the chaotic and 
confused condition in which the pow- 
ers find themselves to.iay. There IP i 
frank recormtion of the danger in 
the European situation and the ne- 
cessity of saving Germany from her- 
self.

Washington is that of the Interstate 
Commerce commission refusing per- 
mission to the Virginian railway to 
build a short branch, but a mile long 
and costing $62,000. to roach new 
coal mines now being opened.

mines in the country than is consis- 
tent with the efficient use of carriers 
equipment and their aggregate car 
supply," is a novel one, and it is 
hardly likely that it will be allowed 
to go unchallenged. Not long ago tne 
commission approved the plans of a 
railroad company which desired to 
build a branch line some 69 miles 
long to develop a new coal territory 
in southern Utah. No objection was 
then raised to the superabundance of 
mines already existing, so that it may 
be inferred that the commission con- 
sidered these new facilities a • desir- 
able addition to the economic re- 
sources *bi the Rocky fountain region 
and Pacific coast- 
If this new -i:t::ade of the Inter- 
state Commer^-, ccinmission shall be 
upheld, and 
«t sl.aU be allowed to 


uass judgme;y- nut only on the finan- 
cial phase r-i proposed, roads, but also 
on the m;,--eating1 of the goods trans- 
ported r-vor them, Uncle Sam will 
have mane a startling advance in his 
policy 
of 
paternalism.

saouid such restrictions be confined, 
to railroads?
